Elements of the American Ist Army yesterday crossed the 
border from Luxembourg into Germany at a point 65 miles 
below Aachen, said New York radio early this morning. 


The Siegfried Line was heavily shelled yesterday by artillery, 
after it had been again bombed from the air. 


REUTER, A.P. AND P.A, 

The first town captured in 
Germany, it was disclosed last night, 
was Roetgen, just inside the Reich 
frontier, in the Aachen region, where 
the first penetration into Germany 
was made. 

Ihe German News Agency, 
announcirg that east of Verviers 
(below Aachen) the Americans went 
over to the offensive on a broad 
front, stated that after a battle which 
raged with the greatest violence for 
many hours, the Americans captured 
an advanced fortification of the 
Siegfried Line. 

A counter - attack by Panzer 
Grenadiers, the Agency claimed, 
prevented the Allies from driving 
on further east from this new base. 

“German mobile batteries of 
heaviest calibre were rushed up, and, 
together with many mortars, sub- 
jected the fortification to a shelling 
which deprived the Americans of all 
freedom of movement.” , 


LINE SHELLED 


American forces: yesterday - put 
down a terrific barrage against the 
Siegfried Line, in the Luxembourg 
border area. 

Massed artillery and tanks poured 
a devastating fire on the fortifica- 
tions for more than two hours. The 
Gc as failed to respond. Either 
their guns were knocked out or they 
had withdrawn after their positions 
were exposed to the Allied forces 
occupying positions on the com- 
manding Luxembourg hills. 

Tanks crept up, but failed to draw 
any fire. Two hamlets in the 
fortifications were set on fire by 
the deluge of shells. Near one 
mortars ripped a big German 
barracks, leaving gaping holes. 

An A.P. correspondent “with the 
Ist U.S. Army, in a delayed message 
from Roetgen, states: 

* American tanks and infantry— 
the first to .cross the German 
frontier—broke quickly through the 
primary defences in the Roetgen 
area, and are now assaulting anti- 
tank obstacles and pillboxes just 
beyond the town. 

“American 105 m.m. self-pro- 
pelled guns are being used in 
support of this attack. 

“The initial German opposition 
was mostly machine-gun and rifle 
fire. Resistance was less than 
expected.” 


PROBING FORWARD 


The German Overseas News 
Agency, reporting the presence of 
Allied troops on German territory, 
stated last night:-—~ 

‘““A few American advance units 
and reconnaissance troops are slowly 
feeling their way forward in the 
Eupen-Malmedy area towards the 
Western Wall. 

“ Berlin military circles emphasise 
that the Western Wall is not 
situated directly on the Reich 
borders, but is east of it. There- 
fore, It is very possible that at some 
places the operations are spreading 
to German territory.” 

A German war reporter, broad- 
casting later, said:— 

“ Massed Allied tank formations 


are drawn up along a 250-mile front 
ready to strike.” 

He also declared that General 
Eisenhower, “who is about to 
redouble the big offensive on the 
ground and in the air, has ready 
huge bomber and fighter fleets.” 
Allied air forces yesterday con- 

tinued their heavy attacks on forti- 
fications in the Siegfried Line. Forts 
and pillboxes were bombed all day. 

Behind the Siegfried Line, in the 
Province of Baden, road and rail- 
way traffic was also attacked. 

Rhine shipping has been sus- 
pended after many barges had been 
shot up and sunk. Many Allied 
planes switch off their engines at 
high altitude, glide noiselessly down, 
open fire suddenly, and then roar 
oft again. 

Heavy fighting continued yester- 
day on the 3rd Army front along 
the river Moselle. New crossings 
were made, and all the bridgeheads 
are being developed in face of grim 
opposition. 

The American onslaught here 
threatens the German frontier in the 
Saarbriicken-Karlsruhe area. 

The new crossings were forced be- 
tween Metz and Toul, and north of 
Metz the Germans were cleared 
from that part of Thionville on the 
west side of the river. 

A large number of Germans— 
unofficially estimated at 40,000 
strong—has been cut off by the 
link-up in force between the 3rd and 
7th Armies. The main forces 
established a firm junction at 
Chatillon-sur-Seine, 40 miles north- 
west of Dijon. The Germans in this 
area retreated eastward.

URTHER progress has been 
made beyond the Albert Canal

Stiff resistance is being en- 
countered. 


Although there has not yet been 
any link-up between the British 
forces in the two bridgeheads across 
the canal, a junction between 2nd 
Army troops and the Americans 
appears imminent, states Reuter. 
Security “silence” is being main- 
tained by the Allies. 

The battle of the Albert Canal 
has been won quickly and decisively, 
adds Reuter. There are still 
“ pockets” here and there, which 
British patrols are mopping-up. 
There is nothing to suggest -that 
there are prepared defences in any 
depth or strength on the Meuse. 
There are 88 mm.s dotted along the 
northern bank, and machine-guns 
and “ Spandaus ” cover most of the 
main routes, but these are routine, 
static defences.

North Needs 
97,500 Houses 


The interim report of the Northern 
Ireland Planning Advisory Board 
states that the province needs 97,501 
new houses and that 230,000 require 
repairs. The needs are detailed as 
follows:—Belfast, 23,591; Derry, 
3,828: Newry, 1,042: Co. Tyrone, 
14,187; Antrim, 11,928; Down, 
10,664; Derry, 7,645; Fermanagh, 
6,943; Armagh, 5,705. 

The report recommends the pro- 
vision of temporary housing, and 
urges the use of bombed sites 
where services already were avail- 
able. . In the case of Belfast, it is 
pointed out that many of these sites 
will require re-development, and 
on account of the existing street 
pattern, the removal of some 
houses already standing may be 
necessary.

parts of the world. Next day 
the same man, en route to his 
destination in a midland county, 
discovered travel conditions which 
“would not be tolerated by the 
people of the most primitive of 
America’s backwoods _ settle- 
ments.” Compelled to seek in- 
formation and shelter in the 
G.S.R. Company’s so-called wait- 
ing rooms at Aston’s quay, and 
then to take his stand for more 
than an howr in a Kerbside queue 
of wea and disconsolate 
travellers, that American visitor 


had little that was pleasant to 


say about the organisers of Irish 
travel agencies. Yet he was 
merely one of many thousands 
of tourists and citizens who have 
been forced to submit to con- 
ditions that cannot be justified 
by any plea of emergency difficul- 
ties. For several years effective, 
even if transitional, remedies have 
lain ready to the hands of the 
tourist and travel hierarchs who 
have talked so much about tourist 
development, and have done so 
little to provide a remedy for 
evils that are capable of 
immediate application. In the 
absence of any indication that 
steps are being taken to deal with 
the discreditable conditions which 
prevail more especially in the 
vicinity of Aston’s quay, it now 
becomes necessary to inquire 
who, if anybody, is mainly re- 
sponsible for their continuance? 
Primarily, of course, the responsi- 
bility rests with the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce and his 
lieutenants—the chairman of the 
G.S.R. Company, as __ travel 
organiser, and the chairman of 
that mysterious “ fifth wheel” in 


ithe coach of tourist organisation 


—the official Irish Tourist Board. 
If Mr. A. P. Reynolds, as. virtual 
dictator of transport, and Mr. 
J. P. O’Brien, as chief official 
supervisor of tourist interests, had 
found time to spend even a 
quarter of an hour in a quayside 
queue, there can be little doubt 
that thousands of visitors would 
have left Dublin with a very 
different story to tell their friends 
about tourist facilities in the 
twenty-six counties. 

There also is a _ semi-official 
body-—-the Irish Tourist Associa- 
tion—whose relation to the official 
Tourist Boatd seems to require 
clarification. Merely pausing to 
inquire whether that body of 
popularly-elected representatives 
ever felt it necessary to direct 
Official attention to the chaotic 
conditions at Aston’s. quay and 
elsewhere, we pass to consider 
the part which Dublin Corpora- 
tion and its City Manager might, 
and ought to, have played in 
efforts to preserve the city’s 
position as the centre and focal 
point of. Irish tourist activities. 
Here, again, we must record a 
deplorable display of indifference 
—if not of actual obstruction. As 
the city’s planning authority, the 
Corporation three years ago 
designated a site for a central 'bus 
station. Having done so, the 
Municipal Council seemed to 
regard all other transport troubles 
—whether those of citizens or 
visitors—as matters for the atten- 
tion of other authorities. Until 
January of last year—when 
Alderman Alfred Byrne induced 
the Municipal Council to draw 
the G.S.R.’s attention to the need 
of reasonable shelter and sanitary 
accommodation—the Corporation 
treated traffic problems as matters 
of small civic consequence. In 
response, the railway company 
said that “proper facilities had 
been under consideration for some 
considerable time '—but that, “in 
prevailing conditions, it is felt that 
a definite decision on the matter 
must necessarily be postponed.” 
Having “noted” the GS.R.’s 
letter in May of last year, the 
Corporation has been satisfied to 
remain a silent witness to ¢ondi- 
tions which are utterly discredit- 
able to all concerned’ with 
Dublin’s public health and to 
traffic organisation. Doubtless, it 
will be pleaded that the, Municipal 
Council has no direct concern 
with tourist problems and that its 
members have done everything 
in their power to set other bodies. 
in motion; but it is well to 
remember that the need to pro- 
vide shelter for "bus passengers is 


tourist interests. About two years 
ago it was announced that the 
City Manager and the D.U.T.C. 


which shelters soon would be 
provided.for travellers within the 
city area. Now, on the verge of 
a winter that may prove to be 
unusually severe, the promise yet 
remains to be fulfilled. Can the 
Cotporation, as the city’s public 
health authority, disclaim respon- 
sibility for consequent dangers to 
the lives of citizens?, Is it not 
abundantly clear that the time is 
far overdue when the Corpora- 
tion, acting in concert with 
transport and tourist agencies, 
should address itself seriously to 
the immediate solution of 
these serious problems. Too 
many cooks have been allowed to 
compound a highly-disagreeable 
kind of transport broth. Now 
the pot is ready to boil over. 
Some of its ingredients are 
positively harmful.

urban life. Is it too much to 
hope that the rebuilders of Bel- 
fast-will set less store upon land 
values and more upon the re- 
planning of the city in accord- 
ance with the liberal conceptions 
of modern design? This is the 
first occasion on which Belfast 
has had a genuine chance to 
expand itself, and to make a 
break with its somewhat crabbed 
traditions of “lay-out.” Twenty- 
three thousand houses provide no 
small problem; and the manner 
in which it is tackled will be the 
essential pointer to the ‘city’s 
advancement. Dublin will watch 
the experiment with sympathetic 
interest. It was estimated before 
the war that. 30,000 dwellings 
were needed for the proper re- 
housing of Dublin—where the 
complication of bombing damage 
has been negligible. Which city 
will set a headline to the other? 
We continue to maintain that 
slum clearance —a process 
suspended by the war—is among 
the chief of the Government's 
post-war problems, and must 
be tackled at the earliest 
possible moment. Any delay 
will be fatal. Talk, on the 
one hand, and parsimony, on 
the other, will mean the defer- 
ment: of action until another 
“slump,” or even another war, 
imposes another temporary 
close on housing activities. It 
will be a poor commentary on 
Dublin’s civic conscience if those 
30,000 houses are not available 
at least as early as Belfast’s 
23,000.

Poor human folly—is there anny 
end to it... . at all? (What do 
I mean ‘human’—who ever heard 
of a foolish animal?) And what 
breed of mysterious bilingual 
acrobats is adumbrated in that final 
reference? First you have * every 
writer who had published a book in 
English’ and then ‘such writers in 
Irish. I suppose it can be done 
but not surprising that those who 
have published a book in English in 
Irish add up to ‘a relatively small 
number,’ 

What is the meaning of this 
nonsense? Is there no limit to 
silliness and self-consciousness in 
this land? A catalogue of Irish 
writers with notes saying whether 
they took exhibitions in the Inter- 
mediate, whether they were born, 
the *‘ books’ they wrote? Who has 
expressed a desire for such a 
lexicon, what ' want’ is it aimed to 
satisfy? Is it for the public, for 
humanity, for posterity, for culture,

Shame? Reticence? Alas, we 
know them not. The arts, exceptin 
certain primitive manifestations o 
ornament and cooperage, are: un- 
known in Ireland, us this 
“writing” has flourish to an 
extent that makes necesary a 
‘dictionary.’

Firstly, the players, To the older 
layers, who have served the theatre 
or periods of from fifteen to twenty- 
five years, the Abbey offers a bare 
subsistence. To the younger players, 
the Abbey does not even offer this, 
by which I mean that they receive 
less money than the average Dublin 
bus conductor or Corporation street 
worker. This is a shameful fact; 
which the directors of the theatre 
have not attempted to deny, and 
some of these unfortunate actors 
have been obliged to leave the 
Abbey and try to earn their livings 
elsew What is the extent of 
Mr. O'Hegarty’s sympathy? “ Well,” 
he says, “thev will simply leave 
room for other talent.” Later he 
says: “ Many an indignant performer 
is receiving x unds per week 
who is teally only worth half that 
sum, if anything at all.” Now surely, 
if there is such an abundance of 
acting talent as Mr. M berg 
suggests, then the directors, if they 
Em performers who are worth 
ittle or nothing at all, are cheating 
the public and taking money under 
false pretences? The truth is that 
some of these grossly underpaid 
younger actors are of established 
reputation and are cast in leading 
parts. Perhaps, if Mr, O'Hegarty 
were to give up his present 
lucrative sition in the Post 
Office and take a job in the 
theatre, he would stop writing 
such nonsense. Another complaint 
is that preference is given to Irish- 
speaking players, irrespective of act- 
ing ability. Mr. egarty says 
there is no truth in the suggestion 
that a knowledge of Irish is likely to 
unfit anybody for acting, 1. 
naturally, agree, and I cannot recall 
that such a ridiculous suggestion 
was made. The complaint against 
the directors is that they seem to 
believe that a knowledge of Irish is 
sufficient to fit an actor for im- 
portant parts in English plays, even 
when his knowledge of acting is 
negligible. As a result of this en- 
couragement of mediocrity and 
refusal to provide the players with 
the means to live .in moderate 
decency, there will be remarkably 
few actors to fill the gaps when the 
older players go, and, of those who 
are available, their knowledge of 
Irish will hardly compensate the 
public for the poor quality of their 
acting. The talented younger 

layers, whether English-speaking or 

i‘lingual, will have been driven 
elsewhere. 

Now about Abbey plays. Mr. 
O’Hegarty mentions the dearth of 
good plays in the past few years, but 
refuses to admit that the directors 
might be in some way to blame. He 
mentions the competition which pro- 
duced “ Mount Prospect,” but omits 
to add the significant fact that the 
directors did not give first place to 
this play, but shared the prize 
between it and another play, a 
stage-Irish farce, which, I observe, 
they have not since revived. In the 
past few years the directors have 
accepted farce after farce, each one 
poorer than the last, until now the 
are not even financially successfu 
and the directors are deprived 
of even this shameful excuse 
for presenting them. - At the 
same time, Mr. O'Hegarty says 
they were right in rejecting 
“White Steed,” and would doubt- 
less agree that they wefe ‘also right 
in rejecting recently-submitted plays 
by Teresa Deevy and Mervyn Wall, 
two of our most interesting experi- 
mental playwrights. This seems to 
be a case of héads I win, tails you 
lose. When the directors accept 
bad plays, Mr. O’Hegarty says they 
simply put them on to encourage 
the playwright; when they reject 
good plays he says they rejected 
them because they were not master- 
pieces. Where are the master- 
pieces? he cries with fine abandon, 
as though anyone had been foolish 
enough to suggest that the Abbey 
was rejecting masterpieces every 
day of the week. So long as there 
are no masterpieces rejected, it 
apparently does not matter that the 
directors are withholding plays that 
the public has a right to see, and 
presenting instead a succession of 
dreary farces which fail even to 
amuse. But stay. Perhaps 1 do the 
directors an injustice. Did they not 
recently present us with a _ very 
serious play by a young Pole? It 
was not successful, of course, but 
is not it nice to think that the 
directors of our national theatre 
are so broad-minded as to include, 
as part of their policy, the en- 
couragement of young Polish play- 
wrights? 

In eg Pony qualifications of the 
directors, Mr, O’Hegarty says “ Mr. 
Blythe and Mr. Hayes have learned 
about plays where most people do 
—by years and years of attendance 
at theatres, by reading and discus- 
sion,” I will make no comment on 
this statement, except to say that if 
it be true, then, judging by the 

revailing discontent, there seem to 
be a lot of people who would 
advise all aspiring directors to keep 
away from theatres and to avoid 
like the plague all reading and dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. O’Hegarty agrees that the 
Abbey is not as good as it was, but 
he ascribes the decline to all sorts 
of wonderful reasons, including “the 
growth of luxury and ease,” no less. 
At the Abbey?* Ye Gods! The 
obvious réason for the decline is 
that the present directors, with one 
exception, are not men of the 
theatre, in spite of all their “ years 
and years of attendance.” They are 
consequently incapable of inspiring 
confidence or epthusiasm or giving 
direction to young pla ywrlgnts, as 
was done so successfully by their 
predecessors: in fact, they represent 
the very elements of caution, incom- 

tence and complacency which it 
is a writer’s instinct to attack. Is it 
surprising, then, that fewer and 
fewer good plays are being written? 

A few more letters like the last, 
Mr. O’Hegarty, and you'll be filling 
one of those vacant places on the 
Board,—Yours, etc. .

The natives merely work when 
they feel like it, so that the com- 
pany has no alternative but to sign 
on many hundreds more than. are 
normally required, hoping that a 
necessary proportion will attend for 
work, 

Most of the natives are engaged 
as tappers, and they work for about 
six hours at a stretch. Mr. Merrigan 
showed me a West African currency 
10s. note, which natives refuse to 
accept as payment of wages, which 
amount to is. 9d. a day. Hard cash 
or nothing seems to sum up the 
situation in the Gold Coast. 

Despite travel complications, Mr, 
Merrigan will shortly return to 
Africa, where there are great oppor- 
tunities for the right type of Irish- 
men.
